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1, a.. A large “oviet motor vehicle repair shor was observed in 
Zi-SEN, near KOENIGSWUSTERHAUSEN (N 53/V 02), in early July 1949. 
The repair shop comprised several sections including a cylinder 
grindins shop, a crankshaft grinding-shop, a cog-wheel milline- 
shop and an assembly line. It was: equipped with modern special 
machinery which had been dismantled in the "BMW" andéther plants. 


b. The repair shop was said to be capable of menufacturing all 
spare parts required for motor vehicles of US make. The waste 
ratio was said to be hish because of the low quality of the 
available stesl. 


2. The personnel of the repair shop included 300 German Plis 
(skilled workmen) and a Soviet staff of 11 engineer officers 
and 4 civilian engineers, comnanded by Capt MOROZOV. 


5S. a. The repair shop overhauled a monthly averace of three hundred 
vehicles which allegedly arrived b. rail from SRULZIADZ. Sone 

of the repaired vehicles were distributed to units ‘n the Soviet 
one of vermany and sone were shipped via GRUDZIADZ to the 

Soviet Union. 


6. wNWotor vehicles of units from all over the Soviet Zone of 
Germany had been overhauled in the repair shop up to November 
1948. However, since the besinning of 1349, only motor vehicles 
of units stationed in the vicinity of KCENISSWUSTERHAUSEN have 
been accepted for repair. 


4. a. The repair shop received three hundred trucks on 12 July 
194}. These trucks had to be repaired as quickly es possible - 
ard all other repair work had to be stopped.
